BLAINE AMD THE RAILROADS. 


The Sobnervient Tool of «Jie Paclfle 


RnllroadH Lobby.

The attitude of James G. Blains toward 


great an! wealthy corporations Interested in 
congiessi mal legislation is revealed as clear- 
ly by his attempt to defeat tho Thunnan 
sinking fund I ill as it is by the Mulligan 
letters 
Ha who reads the repoit of tho 


memorable debate m the senate upon that 
bill can ensily see v.hy Senator Edmunds— 
who stood by tho side of Senator Thunnan 
in the fight against the greatest and most 
unscrupulous lobby that bad ever besieged 
the capitol — urged the men chosen to repre- 
sent the Hopublicans of Vermont in the na- 
tional convention of 1880 to withhold thoir 
votes from Blame because he had opposed 
righteous legislation proposed for the pur- 
pose oE forcing two corporations to pay the 
money which tne people had lent to them. 


The government had loaned to the Union 


Pacific and Central Pacific railroad com- 
panies $55,092,192 in bonds, and had agreed 
to pay tho interest on these bonds for thirty 
years. At the end of that time the com- 
panies' debt to the government;, principal 
and interest, would be $154,358,039. There 
was s prior lien upon the property amount- 
ing to about $55,000,000. Couln the govern- 
ment expect to recover its money? The 
companies were required to pny to the 
government to be used in settling n 
part of this enormous debt, 5 per cent, of 
thoir net earnings and one-half of the sum 
paid by the government for transportation. 
If the companies should make these pay- 
ments faithfully the Union Pacific's debt 
would bo thereby reduced in thirty years 
by 820,000,000. and the Central Pacific's 
debt by $15,000,000, so that at the end 
of the period the amount due and un- 
paid would be about 
$120,000,000, over- 


shadowed by a $55,000,600 mortgage. When 
the debate began, in 1878, tho companies 
had been paying dividends of from 8 to 12 
per cent to shareholders, but. as Senator 
Thurman eaid, "had not provided one dollar 
of a sinking fund to pay their Indebtedness 
to the government." They had boon evad- 
ing the law. The Thurmau bill, prepared 
by Thurman and Edmunds, and reported 
by the seuate'H judiciary committee, pro- 
vided that the companies should .establish a 
sinking fund for the payment of tho debt by 
paying a sum equal to 25 r>er cent, of thoir 
net earnings. 
Even under this arrange- 


ment the entire debt would not T>e secured 
at the end ot the period, but it was believed 
that it would be impossible to pass a bill re- 
quiring a larger contribution. 


Immediately another bill, prepared by the 


companies, was introduced by Stephen AV. 
Dorsey, then a senator from Arkansas, and 
a subservient railroad committee reported, 
through Stanley Matthews, a- similar bill, 
which provided, as one senator said, for 
"an indefinite postponement of the rights of 
the people," and ns Senator Beck said, for 
"a surrender of from $40,000,000 to g41,000,- 
000 of our debt to these companies." Tho 
debate began, and had been in progress for 
three weeks when Senator Blaine first took 
part in ifc. It is very plain that the authors 
of the Thurman bill regarded him as th» 
most dangerous ot the companies' friends. 
He at first carried on a kind of guerrilla 
warfare against the bill's advocates. 
He 


did not openly support Dorsey's bill, nor 
did he openly oppose the -Thurmnn bill. 
but he offered an amendment to the lat- 
ter providing that after it should become 
a law congress should tend itself to legislate 
no further in regai d to the companies for 
twenty years if they should comijjy with the 
law. 
The railroad lobby and the railroad 


senators hailed this with joy, for they saw 
that neither the Dorsey bill nor the Matthews 
bill could i/o passed. Congress was asked to 
tie its hands for twenty years without any 
provision as to the dinners that might oc"iir 
or the fraudulent acts t ho companies might 
be guilty of. It was made- knoun during 
tho d"ljnto thnt Blamo ha'l taken this a-nend- 
inont to 'll.uim.in, at tlie lattu's ivs. 'c.ue.

I would hkd to know if I can be com- 
pelled to improve land that does not 
belong to me? as my rights extend 
only to my fence, the street is owned 
by the city, or somebody, it is not 
included in my deed.
